High Schools

Work now is underway on the
final unit of North High School.
One more unit of work remains
to be built at South High School.
Plans are being made to open
West High School in 1982, The
board recently has discussed the
possible need for still a fifth
high school.

The district also gained an
additional square mile of terri-
tory to serve, with the annexa-
tion of the Victor and Howard
Industrial Tracts to the school
district. This action, effective
July 1, makes the boundaries
of the city and the school dis-
trict the same,

Nevertheless, the district man-
aged to reduce the percentage of
children on double session from
23 to 11 per cent during the year
by opening the new schools. The
problem was greatest here in
1954 when 48 per cent of the
children were on half<day ses-
slons.

Bonds Passed

. .Torrance voters did their part
in battiing double sessions in
October, 1958, by approving a
$15,000,000 bond jssue for new
schoole, By an overwhelming
7-1 ‘margin, they endorsed con-
tinuation of the funds, which
will be used to construct more
gchool buildings.

TLocal voters also returned
Sehool Board President Clinton
B. Cooke for another four.year
term on the Torrance Board of
Education, which s charged
with responsibility for seeing
that children are adequately pro-
vided for. Willlam C. Boswell
Jr. also was elected to the board,
joining three other veteran mem-
bers—Mrs. Grace Wright, Jo-
geph G. Arnold, and Walter A.
Garrabrant.

Dr. Hull Continues

Dr. J. H. Hull, superintendent
of Torrance schools since the
district was founded in 1947,
continued as the chief adminis-
trative officer. Assistant Super-
intendents Albert N. Posner and
S, E. Waldrip head the educa-
tional and business departments,
respectively.

The number of school em-
ployes grew from 1181 to 1265
during the year. Now serving
the needs of the city’s children
are 930 teachers and 335 clerks,
custodians, truck drivers, and
various other employes needed
to man school offices and facili-
ties.
